Belling of real estate are now in 


. full effect. 


New applicants for licenses will 


t>e compelled to answer to ques- 
tions prepared by the Real-Estate 
Commissioner and to file a $2,000 
bond. Those .who have already se- 
cured licenses for 1923. some 40,- 
000 In number, will not have to 
undergo the examinattion or put-up 
a bond until they renew their li- 
censes for 1924. Then these will 
all have to comply with the new 
law. 


One of the new requirements is 
that every licensed dealer In real 
estate must keep a sign in his 
place of business, whether that be 
in an office or residence, giving 
his name und carrying the words 
"Licensed Realty Broker." 
This 


•will be strictly enforced, and this 
section is now in effect. 
Old li- 


censed brokers will have to comply 
•with this at once, 
even though 


'they may not have to pass an ex- 
amination or put UD a bond until 
1924.The new J[aw extends the re-

"The amendments to the state 
real estate act became effective 
on August 17th. 
All applicants 


for licenses on and after that 
date will be required to file with 
their applications a two thou- 
nand dollar bond and a question- 
naire which will evidence their 
educational qualifications. 


"Persons applying for a bro- 
ker's license are requested to se- 
cure application 
blanks and a 


copy of the 
questionaire from 


the department, and they are 
notified not to send any applica- 
tion to any of the offices of the 
state real estate department un- 
less such application is accom- 
panied by both the bond and the 
questionnaire. 


"I call attention to all pro- 
moters of colonization projects 
and rural sub-divisions regarding 
misleading 
Statements 
'about 
their projects. 
The amendment 


.:requires that all 
promoters of 


this character adopt policies and 
methods that may meet with the 
approval of the real estate com- 
missioner. 


"I further call the attention of 


all brokers to the matter of the 
sign called for. Every broker is 
required to display at his place 
,of business or office, a sign which 
gives his name and states that 
he is a licensed real estate bro- 
ker. 
Failure 
to 
display such 


signs will result In a suspension 
or revocation of license. Inspect- 
ors wilt be on the job immedi- 
ately to check up with respect 
to this matter.
